The meeting was unanimous in its decision to make up a Deddington Jubilee Year 
Serapbook, This would contain a record of the Committee minutes, photographs, 
the Jubilee issue of Deddington News, written accounts of Jubilee Day and the 
Jubilee Fund balance sheet, These and any other relevant items would be collect- 
ed together in book form and placed in the library. Mr. Garrett and Mrs. 

Sansome agreed to collect the material and seek advice on the best way to 

present and preserve the items. (If anyone has material they would like to 
donate for the Jubilee Book, please contact Mr. Garrett or Mrs. Sansome). 


Miss Betty Hill suggested that the excess money be used to re=decorate the 
outside of the Town Hall. After voting, this proved to be the most popular 
suggestion, so Miss Hill agreed to enquire into obtaining the paint and organ- 
ising a volunteer painting force. (Please contact Miss Hill at Leadenporch 
House, New Street - telephone 261 - if you would like to help with this project - 
paintbrushes at the ready!) It was agreed that if the cost of the paint was 

too prohibitive, the balance of the Fund should be donated to the Church for 
repairs to the clock face.

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ALLOTMENTS 


The following notes result from the meeting betweenallotment holders and the 
Parish Council sub-committee (Monica Sansome, Norman:Drake, Brian Fuller and 
Michael O'Neill) on October 6th, and the full Parish’ Comes’ discussion on 
October 26th. 


Mr. John Webb chaired the first meeting, with 18 allotment holders present. 
They welcomed this, the first opportunity in 12 years for allotment holders to 
get together with the Council. Points agreed were:. . 


1. The P.C. Sub-committee will inspect allotments quarterly. If any have not 
been cultivated over a period of time, the holder will be given one month's 
warning, followed by a six month notice to quit. Due consideration will be 
given to any personal circumstances which aes DRAVEN Gs the. holder attending 
to his plot. a 


2. Sub-Letting will not be permitted. If a holder cannot manage an allotment, 
it should be returned to the Council for re~allocation. The sub-committee is 
to take over the waiting list and new holders will be given a brief information 
sheet. covering allotment regulations. Details will be drawn up by the sub- 
committee and approved by the full Council. 


3. Allotment holders would belappy for the Council to review rents in September 
1978. The Council is asked to come up with suggestions as to how any surplus 
from increased rents could be used. Mr. “Roper was concerned that the allotment 
accounts were still in the red. He personally had given.two donations within 
the last five years and asked the Council” “to find: out” ‘the’ present financial 
position. 


4, Allotment holders agree to maintain the paths and roadway between the plots. 
The gate is in a bad state of repair and the Council is asked to investigate 
who is responsible for this and for the boundary fences. . 


5. An unofficial estimate of the cost of laying on a water supply was that 
£2 would be added to each bill. A larg e ecu d of: eel oement holders were not, 
in favour of’ t*.e scheme. 


6. The sub-committee and allotment holders will meet again in September 1978, 
just before rents are due.

THE PARISH Ct COUNCIL MEETING, 26 OCTOBER 1977 
empton.¢ Gap: County Council engineers are to meet’ representatives of the Parish 
Saret and Hempton Residents' Association to look at the problems at the Gap. 
+ But they warn that new projects are unlikely to be started at this time as Limited 
money is available. 


Bank: There is now a huge response to Mr. Welford's plan for interesting one of 
the 1 major banks in opening a sub-branch in Deddington. The Chairman and Mr. 
Garrett have been given authority to continue negotiations on behalf of the 
Council. This may take some time, says Mr. Welford. 


‘Market. Place footpath: carly attention is to be given to the stretch of footpath 
-near “the ( Co-op. which is in a bad state of. repair. 


Rubbish dumping: Cherwell District Council have arranged for the sieanbod Road 
rubbish to be removed, but they have no resources for large scale clearance of 
this sort. They say a "No Dumping" sign would be ineffective as the problem is 
endemic, 


Hempton Play Area: The Residents' Association has asked the Parish Council for 
support in an approach to the District Council for a small play area for the 110 
ehildren in Hempton. At present there are no recreational facilities in the 
village. 


Toilets: A strongly worded letter from the Chamber of Trade, which was not read 
out at the meeting, speaks of disgusting conditions in the town centre, This 
coincided with a request from Mr. Rodney Hayward that the Council consider opening 
a public lavatory. Pub landlords are annoyed that their toilets are being used 
outside opening hours, he said, and asked that the lavatory in the ground floor 
of the Town Hall could be opened to the public. Mr. Charles Fuller reminded 
Councillors that a similar’ request to the then Rural District Councillmd resulted 
in a. suitable site being found in the Tchure, but Deddington had turned down the | 
plan. Mr. Welford proposed that the Environmental Health Department at Cherwell 
D.C. be asked for help with an increasingly serious problem which could well be 

a health hazard. 


Pedestrian Crossing: Mrs. McFarlane, through Mr, Garrett, has asked the Council 
to investiste the possibility of a pedestrian crossing in New Street, near the 
junction with Hudson Street. It is not unusual to have to wait 20 minutes to 
cross the road, she said. County Council is to be asked for help. 


Litter Collection: The Brownies’ seven month Jubilee project, their weekly litter 
collection, has now been completed. Mrs. Bouverie comments in a letter that the 
rubbish bins are too small and are not emptied often enough. They found it very 
disheartening to see our streets dirty by Wednesday lunchtime after their Tuesday 
evening clean up, and suggested anti-litter posters in the shops and a part time 
employee be found to clear the litter. 


Windmill Hall: Mr. Drake asked the Council's permission for Mr. Brian Bond to 
address Councillors on the Adult Education Centre's plans for greater use of the 
Windmill School Hall. Mr. Bond spoke of the lack of a parish hall in Deddington, 
did the village want or need a hall, and if so how would it be paid for? The 
total cost of a new purpose=built hall might be as high as £25,000, whereas the 
Windmill, the right size and area, could be improved at a maximum cost of £5,000. 
The A.%.C. Committee feels it is not a sufficiently representative body and wants 
the Parish Council support in an approach to the local Education Authority for a 
long ,lease -on the building. Mr. Yelford thought the Council would support the idea - 
in principe but they could not commit the village as to whether they wanted this, 
or any, village hall. 


Mr. Gardner and Mr. O'Neill protested to the Chairman that Mr. Bond had continued 
to take aes in the discussion instead of withdrawing after he had made his 
statement. Mr. Welford accepted the protest and agreed that the Council should 
be more careful in Putars 6,

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If we are to maintain this healthy state there will need to be about 100 new 
jobs by the time the population reaches 2,000. Where can these jobs arise? 
There are the gaps mentioned - banking, chemist, hairdressing. Perhaps a 

new educational or social use may be found for the Windmill School site or 
maybe that will make way for additional housing. Farming is a stable industry 
which is unlikely to employ more. The hotels and catering etc. section can 
only expand a little in existing premises so unless a new establishment opens 
there is not likely to be great development. Small retail outlets are generally 
declining so we shall be lucky to retain what we have. Professional services 
will probably be fairly steady as increases in the private sector will be 
offset by decreases in the public sector = i.e. education with its declining 
numbers and: health with its need to keep costs down. The building industry 
might employ more v. a the present crisis is over but most firms will be wary 
of overdoing things in view of past experiences. Garages and Transport can 
expand a little but high fuel prices are likely to be a restricting factor. 


This leaves the manufacturing industries which is possibly where we must look 
for the greatest expansion. Nothing very large of course, but a continuation 
of the growth in cottage industries that has taken place in recent years. It 
would be nice to see a forge return to the village and perhaps some specialist 
clothing maker. In 1623 there were 9 tailors, 5 mercers, 4 glovers, 2 weavers, 
1 fuller and 1 collar-maker! Some modern light industry such as we already 
have would also be welcome, 


Any new enterprises, as well as existing ones, may well experience planning 
difficulties when the village is designated a conservation area, as it undoubt- 
edly will be in due course. In 1974 the newly formed Cherwell District Council 
took over the Oxfordshire County Council's responsibility for formulating plans 
for new conservation areas. Several villages, including Adderbury and Bloxhan, 
accepted the Council's proposals, Deddington Parish Council, however, opposed 
the plan to make 80% of the village a conservation area as it was thought that 
Deddington deserved to be treated as a whole unit - especially as the main 
part excluded was the part where local authority building had taken place and 
where further expansion is likely. 


The. past history of our County and District Councils is not over bright in 
conservation matters. It was made quite clear that no money would be available 
for improvements like the restoration of our timber framed town hall, although 
within the Civic Amenities Act (now incorporated into the Planning Act), there 
are provisions for grants. When the proposals come up again, it will be 
possible to consult other villages nearby to see how theyhave been affected 

and it must be hoped that this will coincide with an improved financial climate. 


Years ago a trader's main concern was with the "Market" in which he sold his 
wares but today his survival is more dependent upon whether he can cope with 
the bureaucracy of central and local government. He must satisfy the Inland 
Revenue, the Customs and Excise (VAT), the Health Authorities, the Fire Service 
and all the Acts relating to employment, safety, price controls, planning, 
trade descriptions etc. etc. A large part of his turnover and much of his 

time will go on these matters and it may often be some small addition to the 
load which breaks the camcl's back and forces a business to close. It was 

to help traders resist some of these pressures locally that the Deddington 
Chamber of Trade was formed two years ago. It is now affiliated to the National 
Chamber of Trade which is consulted by Government Departments when legislation 
is tabled. 


Let us hope that in this Jubilee year the Queen will restrain her ministers 
from clogging the wheels of commerce, as trade has always been at the root of 
civilized living, and in return we will wish her another 25 years of peaceful 
reign.
